Underneath the action of M.- Briand

“I have criticized France not as an 


Englishman but as a Mberal, critical of 
all reattion,’” he said. ‘‘It is nonsense to 
say that people may not criticize an- 
other country to which,they are vitally 
linked...

+by ©. Leonard Woolley, head of the 


joint. {British - Museum-University. of 
Pennsylvania Museum expedition, as a 
“sensational discovery’’ has been made 
as the crowning -result of the season’s 
work-at Ur of the Chaldées. ’ Mr. Wool- 
ley in an article in The London Times 
mentions that continuation of the exca- 
vations was made possible only by the 
fact that generous friends in Iraq came 
to the. assistance of the: British Museum 
and that their contributions were met by 
Philadelphia with an equal amount. 

At the end of January the expedition 
was still engaged on excavating the 
temple built in honor of Nin-Gal,. wife 
of the Moon. God, by. Sinbalatsodikbt-in 
650 B. C., and restored by Nebuchadnez- 
zar and his grandson. It was decided 
to destroy this temple, since in its miser- 
able condition it was hot worth preserv- 
fing and it was cortals there were. older 
ruins below.

“But it was in the western wing of 
the gréat Court that the discovery was 
made which. overshadowed all others, 
Here the pavement Was littéred with 


Ublocks and lumps and chips of limestone, 


ranging in'size from four feét to an inch 
or. less, Somé were rough, others carved; 
some ‘were pitted and flakéd with the 
action of salt, somé smooth and shatp 
as when the-sculptor finished his work, 
and all or néatly: all belonged to one 
monument; the most important ‘yet found 
at Ur.’ This monument was a stela, or 


} slab, five feet in width and perhaps 


fifteen feet high, carved on both gides 
with a series of historical or symbolic 
scenes arranged in horizontal bands of 
unequal height. It bore a long inscrip- 
tion, now fragmentary and with the 
King’s name missing. But here luck 
favored’ us; for on a mere flake of the 
stone: drapery of a figure otherwise lost 
there was inscribed the name of Ur- 
Engur (ruler.of Babylon in 2300 B. C.); 
and we can therefore identify the author 
of the stela with the founder of the third 
dynasty and builder of the ziggurat. 

“Fragments found by us represent only 
a fraction of the whole carved surface. 
Noné of the registers is complete; some 
have disappeared altogether.’ Of most 
we have only bits, often disconnected, 
from which’ to reconstruct the design. 
But even so the monument ranks with 
the famous an@ equally. fragmentary 
Stela of Vultures. in the Louvre as one 
of the two mogt.important relics of 
Sumerian art known. 

“The reliefs illustrate King Ur-Engur’s 
care for his people..as shown by the 
digging of canals for irrigation.of the 
land and his piety in building for the 
Moon God the great ziggurat of Ur. 
What remains of the inscription is a 
list of canals made by him, and this- is 
iNustrated by a most curious scene. In 
the ‘top register, of the stone the King 
stands in an attitude of: adoration be- 
fore the seated figure of. the’ god, and 
above his head is an angel flying down 
from heaven and holding in outstretched 
arms a vase from which streams of wa- 
ter pour. out.

THE FATHER OF THE AUTOMOBILE 
** The great triumvirate, the passen- 
“‘ ger car, the freight truck and the 
“ farm’ tractor, are destined,’’ says 
WILLIAM § JOSEPH SHOWALTER, ‘“‘ to 
** write a record of service to America 
** that will stamp the automobile engi- 
“ neer as one of the foremost con- 
** tributors to human welfare.” As 
the inventor, designer ,and builder of 
America’s first mechanically success- 
ful automobile, Euwoop Harnzs, who 
died on Monday, has a secure title to 
fame. Other Americans were at work 
in 1894 on the problem of driving a 
vehicle by a gas or.an electric engine, 
but the machine that Harnzs made, 
after experimenting for seven years, 
was used by him on the roads about 
Kokomo ays’ field superintendent of a 
natural gas company. In 1910 he pre- 
sented it to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, where it may be seen labeled 


“ Gasoline Automobile Built by EL woop 


“ Harngs in Kokomo, Indiana, 1893-4. 
** Successful trial trips made at speed 
** of six or seven miles per hour July 
“4, 1894." On Dec. 14, 1924,

It is interesting to recall the first 
motor vehicle competition in America; 
which the late HeRMaN KoHLSAaT 
provided in Chicago in 1895. The 
show was. set for Independence Day, 
but. there was only one entry, the 
Haynes-Apperson buggy or wagon. 
The time was extended to Labor Day 
and then to Thanksgiving. On the 
night before the. actual competition 
three inches of snow fell. .There were 
six starters. The Haynes-Apperson 
machine was not one of them. On the 
way to Jackson Park it had collided 
with a street car and smashed a 
front: wheel. Pour gasoline and two 
electric wagons were ready *when 
Judge KIMBALL shouted ‘‘ Go!” The 
course was to be fifty-three and one- 
half miles. The électrics collapsed 
early. Only two of the. gasoline 
machines finished, the entry of the 
Duryea Wagon Motor Company of 
Springfield, Mass., winning, with thé 
gas wagon of H. Murer & Co. of 
Decatur, Ill., a poor second. FRanx- 
LIn DuryEa’s time was ten hours and 
twenty-three minutes, ~his average 
speed about five’ and a quarter miles 
an hour. The crowd that had \gathered 
at the start had thinned to fifty.; “ Old 
Dobbin Is Still in the Ring’’ -was 
the caption of. a three-inch story ,of 
the ‘‘ race ’’ printed in The Chicago 
Tribune.

FEDERAL TAX DECISIONS. 

On Monday the Supreme Court 
Handed down inheritance and income 
tax decisions of importance to both 
In one case 
loss was claimed by executors because 
the sale price of stock was below the 
market value of 1913, ‘although above 
the purchase price. Two Justices dis- 
sented, but the practice of the Treas- 
ury was sustained, although the lower 
courts had overruled it: The changes 
in values since 1913 have been so 
great that sooner or later the law fix- 
ing that date should be repealed. The 
longer the intervening period, and the 
greater ‘the changes of ‘values, the 
more serious is the collection of the 
tax in a single year, conceivably 
amounting to co tion. 

Figures are given for the settlement 
of one estate tax. The gross estate 
was $1,800,000, and California re- 
ceived $37,699 more tax'than it would 
have received if the Federal estate 
taxes had been deducted before the 
calculation: of the State tax. Justice 
Stons ‘handed down the decision to 
the effect. that California cannot be 
compelled to recognize payments of 
the Federal tax &8,deductions from 
the gross éstate when levying State 
taxes. of similar nature. The Consti- 
tution does not guarantee equality of 
State taxation. States are entitled to 


tax inheritances at their: discretion, 


even though inequalities of tax result, 
** unless the taxing statute results in 
‘* such flagrant and palpable inequal- 
‘* ity between the burden imposed and 
** the benefit received as to amount to 
‘**the arbitrary taking of property 
‘* without compensation.” States may 
tax the power to dispose of property 
by will graduated by the size of the 
legacy or the total of the estate, or 
both, and may grant exemptions. 
Such classifications are valid pro- 
vided all subject to the tax are treated 
alike. ; ‘ 

The court. thus agrees with Presi- 
dent Coouipen’s view that the inher- 
itance taxes are more suitable for 
States than for the Federal Govern- 
ment. The nation should not take 
such taxes in time of peace. If the 
Federal Treasury takes 40 per cent. 
inheritance tax, and that is allowed 
as a deduction, the State can tax only 
the remnant. Tax _Commissioner 
Graves estimates that the decision 
upholding the States’ right to tax in- 
heritances in their own way will add 
$4,000,000 to $5,000,000 to the lincome 
of ‘New York. ~His gratification will 
hardly be shared by those who pay 
the taxes. 


LABOR AND “PUBLIC INTEREST.” 

The importance of the Supreme 
Court decision against the so-called 
Labor Court of ‘Kansas may be best 
appraised in retrospect. In 1920 the 
miners in the Kansas coal fields went 
on strike, with the result that, in the 
dead of Winter, not only industry but 
private households were seriously 
threatened. The crisis was averted 
only by mobilizing ex-service men as 
miners. _Memories of a similar exer- 
cise of the power of organized labor 
during the war were still in the pub- 
lic mind.

In the hope of 
subjecting labor organizations to rea- 
sonable regulation, Governor, ALLEN 
and Judge Huccins drew up the con- 
stitution of a State ** co *—which 
was, in point of fact, not a court but 
an administrative tribunal analogous 
to the Interstate Comanarye Com- 
mission. 

Previous commissions had dealt pri- 
marily with problems \of trade, the 
human factor being remote. Now an 
attempt was made to regulate indi- | 
vidual liberty. Employes were ordered 
to continue at work so many hours a’ 
week at such and such rates of pay;

MACDONALD’S LEADERSHIP. 

The fall of the British Labor Gov- 
ernment last November gave rise to 
predictions of a movement within the 
Labor Party to oust Ramsay Mac- 
Donatp from the leadership in the in- 
terest of a moré aggressive policy and 
program. . The bulk of the opposition 
to him came from the Labor “ intellec- 
tuals.” On Monday the former Prime 
Minister invaded the enemy’s country. 
At a conference he met the Criticisms 
directed .against his ‘record in office 
with a counter-attack that is described 
as ‘‘ crushing” in fts effect. He re- 
jected the socialism -which confined 
itself to the formulation of ideals and 
ambitious programs. Equally impor- 
tant, he declared, is the application of 
ideals to the facts of life. He justified 
his foreign-policy while in office by 
reminding his hearers of the men and 
forces he had to contend with and 
cooperate with. 

If Mr. MacDonatp on Monday really 
beat down the opposition of his own 
left wing, it’ marks a notable change 
in party sentiment over only a fort- 
night ago when the National Council 
of the Independent Labor - Party 
issued its annual report. That report, 
it is true, pointed with pride “to the 
** masterly manner in which the Labor 
“ Government sought to bring a policy 
** of peace and justice into the councils 
“* of the European statesmen.’’ But 
unfortunatel¥ \the report went on to 
recall how in the matter of the Dawes 
report, the National Council of the In- 
dependent Labor Party had forwarded 
a resolution to Mr. MacDonaLp “ re- 
“ iterating opposition to the policy of 
‘* reparation.’’ ‘To the extent that he 


succeeded in bringing peace and jus-|' 


tice into the councils of Europe,. he 
did so by discarding the doctrinaire 
hostility of the British Socialists to the 
policy of reparations and by putting 
through the Dawes plan. On the other 
hand, the question of Russia, which 
the National Council - emphasizes at 
length, is not one on which Mr. Mac- 
Donaup showed his ripest wisdom. It 
is rather amusing to have the Inde- 
pendent Labor Party boast of the fact 
that it published its correspondence 
with the Soviet Embassy “ during the 
general election with good effect.” 
That very lack of militancy which 
the Labor radicals adduce against 
MacDonatp he has not hesitated to 
minimize in favor of the more. fruitful 


‘policy of cooperation.” Cooperation, he 


told an Independent Labor Party audi- 
ence a fortnight ago, is the. Socialist 
creed. Therefore in these days he 
sometintes felt ‘‘.a little Gnhappy that 
“there was so much talk, apparently 
‘being put into the mere fight.” He 
liked a fight and would engage in it 
when necessary. But that was not the 
way to victory. ‘* They had to go 
“ steadily, certainly, without. pause, 
“ transforming all the time the minds, 
** habits, outlook.”” Against MacDon- 
ALD. is the old doctrinaire socialism.

Whether it wilt 
find its fullest expression in hedges, 
as it does in England, or in stone 
walls, as in France, or in some ar- 
tistic adaptation of the old-fashioned 
board fence or the stockade remains 
to be seen. Judicious planting of 
trees and shrubs, a little care in lay- 
ing out the gardens, attention to 
lawns and paths, give individuality 
and» distinction to any ordinary’ plot 
which is properly enclosed. 

In this work garden clubs and mag- 
azines devoted to the home have done 
and can do much. From the wealth 
of suggestions which they offer, ‘the: 
individual can suit his own taste. Ex- 
amples, whether in models, photo- 
graphs or word sketches, help to 
clarify ideas.. Time was when these 
were adapted only to the wants of 
persons with large estates. For pro- 
fessional landscape architects and for 
lovers of natural beauty these, of 
course, offered the greatest rewards. 
But. bit by bit the needs of the small 
householder are being met. This way 
lies the greatest hope of developing 
a genuine appreciation of beautiful 
surroundings in America.

To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

The letters relating to. old Washington 
Square recently published in Taz Naw Yore 
Times have interested me very much and 
revived old memories ef my schoolboy 
days. -I was a. stu@ént at the New York 
University Grammar ‘School, opposite Wash- 
ington Square, during the stirving days of 
the outbreak of. the Civil War in 1860 and 
1861 and. well remember when the square 
was used for drilling companies and ‘squads 
who were being prepared for service in rush- 
ing troops to Washington to protédt the 
capital, and we schoolboys caught the war 
fever, many of the larger onés leaving us 
to join the New York militia regiments. I 
was too young to enlist at that time but 
later on did enter the service in the navy. 

Washington Square was the centre of mili- 
tary preparation for the breaking in of re- 
cruits and ‘formihg of companies to fill up 
the quota of regiments leaving for the scene 
of activities.

It is well known that the great- 
ly increased exports of the season past 
were occasioned mostly by the gbnor- 
mally large shipments of grain and cot- 
ton, due to peculiar causes; but the 
“trade balance” none the less exists, and 
it curiously complicates other financial 
problems. 

One of thoge problems is the redis- 
tribution of our gold.’ In pre-war. days 
such an increase in the merchandise ex- 
port surplus would have resulted in gold 
imports; yet the March foreign trade

This would be a singular economic-par- 
adox but for the knouw> fact of an out- 
flow of American capital to Europe 
during 1924, far greater than tha mer- 
chandise.export surplus.
